Hnid Charlie Ross' father to :t 'TimeH' 
reporter, yesterday: "When I was up 
it) Canada foi the first time, six or 
kovop. months ago, working out a clue, 
one'of my friends there told rae that 
rOole's circus had boon along not long 
'before' with a wax figure of Charley 
Boas, and that, they Lad distributed 
circulars sotting forth that tho boy's 
parents had offered $5,000 reward for 
his recovery, that tho ladies of Phila- 
delphia would give $3,000 more, anil 
that Cole himself would add $2,000. 
This circular created a great deal of 
( excitement throughout tho country, 
•and hundreds of people flocked in 
from miles around to soe tho figure — 
people who ordinarily would not go 
near a circus. I fried to get my friend 
to send me one of tho circulars (he 
said ho had one in his house, he 
thought,) but ho hasn't done it, and I 
'guess he has overlooked it. Well, at

So 'lie stood at one end'of tho cagol 
?and I at the other, and listened. But 
tl -am, not going to tell you what wo 
heard' .gfudl Thero was a crowd in 
front of tho cago all tho time — ten 
times as many persons as there wore 
•by 'any of die other cages. After we 
jjottirqd of this wo started to find the 
agorit of the circus. Ho was in a lit- 
tle tent alongside, and we went in. I 
naked "him whether that was a good 
figure of Charlie Ross ho bad there. 
'Oh, yes,' ho replied, 'it couldn't be 
better; it's taken from life. 1 I asked 
him a good- many more questions

■warmly. 'You don't tell me you're th$ 
father of that boy ? Well, well, well. I'm 
glad to seo you, and I mean it.ovory word 
of it, about that $2|000 reward, and nof 
thing would pleaso me better than to 
have a ohauco to pay it. But I really did 
meet you onco. Mr. Ross, I was intro- 
duced to you in tho Mayor's office in 
Philadelphia.' And I rather think ho 
was", Mr. Ross answered, parenthetical- 

ly. .. 

"Well, fo» some time he was so confus- 
ed he didn't know what to say. But, to 
relievo him, I asked him to tell me, cam 
didly, where he got that wax figuro of 
Charley. 

" 'Why, I sent my son down to your 
store'in Philadelphia," he replied, 'aud ho 
got if of you.' 

"I told him Iguoased not, pod he call j 
od bis sou up. Tho boy acknowledged 
that ho had gone to tho store aud asked 
my brothor for onoiof Charley's photo* 
graphs, but that my brother had refused 
to givo it and ho bought one outside. 
Then I asked him where ho got .the rest 
of the family.

With tho election, at Lillooet, the 
glorious result of which we have an- 
il junced elsewhere in this issue, the 
battle is over, and the memorable con- 
test of 1875 is at an end. Less than 
two months ago the Government pre- 
cipitated the elections upon tha coun- 
try, and, confident of an easy victory, 
adopted a tono of impudent arrogance 
towards men who dared to raise their 
voices against tho perpetuation of a 
Ministry that had given the most 
convincing proofs of their incapacity 
and corruption. "Yesterday a feeble 
remnant of the Government forces 
limped into the citadel at James Bay 
with guns revorsed, bugles hushed 
and tattered banners ti ailed in the 
dust. Tho despised foe had vanquish- 
ed them on every field, and even now, 
ilushed with victory, are preparing to 
carry the last stronghold of tho enemy 
and plant tho banner of Refokm on the 
battlements.

Whilst wo congratulate the Poople on 
the splendid results of tho series of 
battles, we must rem'nd them that there 
in still lighting to be done. The enemy 
will resort to every artifice to recover the 
ground they have lost. They will threat- 
en, coax ami attempt to intimidate tho 
popular representatives. Tho constitu- 
encies must strengthen the bands of their 
members, and must let them understand 
that if they do their duty they will be 
sustained and upheld. One more struggle 
iB required. The enemy will diehard; 
but die they will and must if the people 
remain true to themselves and their 
country,

Mechanics literary Institute. 

The attendance last ovening was very 
large. Mr. McLean, President of tho 
Institute, presided, and announced that 
no essay on British Columbia had beou 
sent in, and only two poems, to one of 
which tho pri/.o of §20 had been award- 
ed. Mr. W. K. Bull read tho poem 
which was dedicated to tho Rod Man and 
abounded in lino sentiment and Christian 
thought. At tho close of tho reading it 
was announood that Rev. George Mason, 
of Nauaimo was tho author. Miss Hol- 
brook then read with great force and ox- 
collont effect "Proud Miss MoBride," 
which was loudly encored. Forty-nino 
conundrums having boon sont in, they 
wore then road by Mr. Bull. Most of tho 
offerings wore of tho most trashy descrip- 
tion. Homo were tolorablo. Tho follow- 
ing was not bad: 

"Why is tho Standard more godly than 
tho People's paper- The Colonist?— Be- 
cause it dou't lio on the Sabbath." 

Tho inference being that it is a terrible 
liar ovory day. 

There was another that was not bad: 

"Why wore two of tho candidates for 
Chief Engineer like a dead snake's tail ? 
—Because thoy didn't Wriglo(s) worth a 
cent." 

Tho prize was awarded to Master James 
Raymur, who offered a conundrum about 
"kids" and "duties," which was read so 
faintly that very few of tho audience 
could hear it. In the drawing for the 
Tolmio Present of two aoros 728 drew the 
prize, and as the number happened to bo 
unsold tho land fell to tho Institute; and 
Mr. Fell announced that a fresh drawing, 
limited to the numbers unsold, would 
tako place. 

Militia Inspection. 

Militia Companies No. 's 1 and 2 mus- 
tered last evening at tho Drill Shod, 
James Bay, and ^were ordered to fall in 
about 7:u() and put through their facings 
lor a while until tho arrival of Major Gen- 
eral Smyth with his nidi do camp, Hon. 
Captain M. Stapleton, who after tho pro- 
per ceremonies of reception were perfor- 
med proceeded directly to business and 
passed through tho ranks. examining each 
man's arms and accoutrements. This 
over the men wore drilled by Capts. Yin- 
tor and Roscoo.put through all tho evolu- 
tions of company drill and at last formed 
in line to hear tho General's address. Af- 
ter a fow words on the duties of the sol- 
dier to support tho Civil Powor, &c, the 
General assured them that though far 
away from headquarters they were not 
forgotten, but wore as much thought of 
as any troops of tho Dominion. He de- 
clared himself pleased with their appear- 
ance and bearing and said that ho should 
be able to make a good report of them. 
He advised the formation of an artillery 
company as being necessary to complete 
the militia oquipiuout of Victoria. Tho 
General with his aide, Col. Houghton, 
and the officers, then discussed the build- 
ings, etc., for a while, after which tho 
oompanies wore Termed and marched 
home headed by tho band, who received 
several well-merited compliments for tho 
stylo in which they performed sundry- 
pieces of music during tho evening. 

The "Boxer" at Home. — H. M. S. Box- 
er arrived at Plymouth early Friday 
morning, 24th Sept. from Vancouver Is 
land, which she left on tho 3d January, 
Sailed from Valparaiso on 18th of May; 
ontered tho Gulf of Peuas on tho 1st of 
Juno, and steaming through Smyth's 
Channel and Straits of Magellan (stop- 
ping at 12 anchorages) arrived at Punta 
Arenas— in tho Straits, 17th Juno. Hav- 
ing loft there on 22d Juno Ascension was 
reached on tho Oth August and left on the 
11th; touched at Porto Praya and St. Vin- 
cent, Cape de Vordo Islands, on tho 20th 
and 29th August; for coal called at St. 
Michael's, Azores, on tho 11th Sept., leav- 
ing next day for England. Very rough 
weather was experienced on tho west 
const of Patagonia, and from tho Straits 
of Magellan up to 'M dog. south latitude. 
Tho Italian barque "Catenas G" was 
communicated with off Ascension, re- 
quiring medical assistance. The Boxer 
sailed nearly 24,000 miles, making the 
passage and" has been at soa 245 days this 
year, leaving only 19 days upon which 
she has not been underweigh since start- 
ing. 

An Inquest was held yesterday on the 
body of George Thomas, who was found 
dead in his bed at tho Cassiar Restaurant 
Johnson street about 7 o'clock a. m. yes- 
torday. The deceased was a native of 
Baltimore, U. S., and about 30 years of 
ago. A Jury consisting of Messrs. P. 
Lester, Turner, Locke, Charity, Wash- 
ington and Jas. Harrison, Foreman, was 
impanneled and after viewing tho body 
and hearing tho evidence of Dr. Jackson, 
returuod a verdict of death from natural 
causes. Deceased has boon under medi- 
cal treatmont for some time. Thomas 
was said to posses property on the Sound 
and leaves a will.

FULL TEXT OF HIS SPEECH. 



Now I have to deal with nnothor 
matter which i.s perhaps of the great- 
est possible importance at the present 
time in relation to the expenditures of 
tho country. You are aware, as Min- 
ister of Public Works, I have in my 
departmental capacity to control eve- 
rything vchiting to the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway, ami it is affirmed by some 
public men at present that the rail- 
way policy of tho Government had di- 
verged from that which was announc- 
ed at tho general election in 1874. 
Now, my policy as announced then 
was this: That it was impossible, in 
tho first place, to carry out the bargain 
made by the late Government with 
British Columbia; that it was a physi- 
cal impossibility, and would bo ruin to 
the country to attempt to do it. It is 
quite true there was an obligation 
thoro to do it that made the obliga- 
tion to which I referred, but it was 
equally true wo had incurrod a pre- 
vious obligation to pay the public cre- 
ditor $120,000,000 as our National 
Debt, and wo could not allow any ob- 
ligations to interfere with that obliga- 
tion to tho public creditor, upon which 
the credit of the country must depend. 
The Government was bound to consi- 
der, in the first placo, what modifica- 
tion of tire policy of tho lato Govern- 
ment to build the road in ten years 
could be obtained with the consent of 
British Columbia, and with a deter- 
mination to adhere rigidly to what we 
have placed solemnly in the Act of 
Pailiament that no policy that wo 
should adopt would be allowed to in- 
crease tho rate of taxation beyond that 
then existing. (Cheers.) The first 
feature of our policy was, "We will 
arrange with British Columbia if pos- 
sible. They are entitled to every 
consideration wo can give them on ac- 
count of this bargain, but no mattor 
what the policy may bo, it must be 
based on the fact that this Govern- 
ment is determined not to increase 
the taxation of the people for that 
purpose." (Cheers.) And that we 
we placed in our Act of Parliament 
last year, and that principle we have 
acted upon in our dealings with the peo- 
ple of Columbia. I know thut while tho 
Conservative organs in Ontario and the 
Dominion are endeavouring sytomaticnlly 
to ferment a fooling against tho Govern- 
ment iu the Province of Columbia, and 
while every local politician in Columbia 
deems it his duty to denounce the Mac- 
kenzie Government, tho organs here are 
endeavouring to excito tho public feoling 
in two ways. First, by saying that 
the Government littvo behaved acanda- 
lously to British Columbia, und in tho 
next place by saying that tho Govern- 
ment ought to be defeated bocauso of 
their expenditure on tho Pacific Railway, 
(Cheers and laughter.) I do not grudge 
my Conservative friends their argument. 
Peoplo in distress must resort to any 
point (hear, hoar), and as they are in 
great distress for want of a policy, thoy 
must bo allowed to exhibit in their owa 
peculiar way. (Cheers and laughter.) I 
am sure that if they do not affect tho 
public by it, it will not much affect my 
views, opinion or position. (Hoar, hoar.) 
We sat down to consider what we could 
do for tho peoplo of British Columbia. I 
wrote them friendly letters as head of tho 
Government, pointing out to them tho 
impossibility of carrying out this pro- 
miso, no matter how willing we were and 
how rich wo might bo, but wero willing 
and poor, and pointing out also that it 
was their interest to como to a reasonable 
conclusion on this matter. I offered, 
through Mr. Edgar, to expend a million 
and a half a year after the Bnrvoys were 
oomploted in British Columbia, and to 
build a railway from Esquimalt to Nanai- 
mo on Vancouver Island Recollect tho 
lato Govornmout bound themselves by an 
Order in Council — it doos not bind us, 
fortunately it is not tho law of the land — 
and they sot down thoir opinion there 
that the terminus of the road should bo 
on Vancouver Island at Esquimalt, and 
by that means they bound tho country to 
construct 200 milos of railroad that wore 
not necessary to reach tho Pacifio Ocean. 
Our policy was to build as little railway 
as possible consistent with tho terms, 
which was simply to reach tho ocean. 
We can reach it at the head of Bute In- 
let, where they proposed to roach it, but 
they proposed to go down the side of tho 
Inlet to the Straits (it) or 70 miles, across 
tho Straits, where tho bridging alone 
would cost SI 1 ,01)0,000, and then down on 
tho Island 100 or 170 miles, and yet Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Aikens, two members 
of the lato Government, actually voted in 
the Senate against my proposal to .build 
05 miles in order to pacify the people of 
British Columbia. They had engaged 
themselves to build 250 miles that were 
utterly useless, and to make them a part 
of tho Pacific Railway to bo run by tho 
Government in perpetuity, and they vot- 
ed against ray proposal to build 05 "miles 
in order to satisfy the peoplo. That is 
the species of patriotism which wo aro to 
expect from these gentlemen, and which 
I suppose will commend itself to every 
one in this room, no matter of what 
political views. Wo failed, as you know, 
to satisfy the Columbians with our 
proposal through Mr. Edgar, and they 
appealed to tho Imperial Government to 
help them in forcing us to fulfil tho terms 
to tup letter. Tho Conservative or- 
gans did everything in their power from 
Dan to BettBheba, tho small and the 



great, to make it impossible for tho coun- 
try generally or for Columbia to agree to 
oven tho modified terms of Mr. Edgar. 
Lord Carnarvon appoalod to us or offered 
to us to arbitrate in tho mattor between 
us. Wo declined to accept auv arbitra- 
tion, but agreed to allow him to say whe- 
ther tho efforts wo had made, tho offers 
wo hod made, and tho propositions wo 
wero willing to entertain wero or wore 
not reasonable, but ho advised, for tho 
sake of peace, and in order to obtain a 
settlement, that wo should go n little fur- 
thor— in short, thut instead of spending a 
million and a half a year. wo should spond 
two millions, that wo should finish tho 
road by 1890, and should build tho Na- 
naimo and Esquimalt road. Well, rather 
than forego a settlomont, wo agreed to 
those terms proposed by Lord Carnarvon 
and in pursuance of that policy wo sub- 
mitted tho Bill I havo roferrod to, to build 
tho road from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, 
That Bill was dofoatod iu tho Sonato by 
the votos of the gontlemen who had pre- 
viously voted the other proposition I 
havo referred to. It was defeatod at all 
events, and that imposos on the Govern- 
ment now the duty of considering what 
oan bo dono in connection with 
this particular part of Lord Car- 
narvon's reconimondation in order to 
satisfy the peoplo of that Provinco, and I 
hope wo shall bo able to make such a pro- 
position to thorn as will command the 
support of the reasonable men in that 
Province, and secure a settlement of this 
mattor which will be pormautjnt. (Hoar, 
hoar.) I may say that wo declined tho 
limitation of terms to 1890, except from 
Lake Superior wostward, and that wo 
hope to accomplish that in the time with- 
out increasing tho rato of taxation. If, 
however, we aro nnable to accomplish 
that without increasing tho rato of taxa- 
tion, wo will only go ns far as keeping 
within this other obligation will unable 
us to do. 



DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Canada. 

Montreal, JOct. 24. — On information 
received from Collector Simpson, Fran- 
cis P. Stewart has been arrested on a 
charge of passing a largo quantity of 
brandy, gin and wine from his bond- 
ed warebouso without paying duty. 
Omer Allnrd Locker and Achilla Vil- 
lard, custom officers, wero also arrest- 
od on a charge of aiding and abetting 
tho fraud. The prisoners wero held 
in heavy bail. 

Montreal, Oct. 25. — W. Markland 
Molson, of tho Moisie Iron Works Co, 
has failed. Liabilities placed at $250,- 
000. 

The garrison artillery and the 
Prince of Wales' rifles attended the 
funeral of a late volunteer to tho Pro- 
testant cemetery yesterday. The 
French Canadians got tho idea that 
Guibord's funeral was about to take 
placo and swarmed to the cemetery by 
thousands. There were several fights 
and much bad feeling was exhibited. 

Toronto, Oct. 20.— The English Di- 
rectorate of the GrandTrunk Railroad 
has ordered a reduction of the sala- 
ries of all employes. 

Irwino, who, with two othors, while 
intoxicated, kicked a gontlomau nam- 
ed Burke tojdeath, some time ago, was 
to-day found guilty of manslaughter, 
and his two companions acquitted. 

The city is thronged with roughs, 
who aro committing depredations in 
all parts of the city. Several gentle- 
ment have been stopped and their 
money demanded with presented re- 
volvers. 

This morning M. Monitor's dry 
goods store was entered by burglars 
and ono thousand dollars' worth of 
silks stolen. 

Customs officials seized seven cases 
of boots, to the value of $3000 to-day. 
Large quantities have been shipped 
hero from the United Statos. 



Europe. 

Cairo, Oct. 25. — Tho Prince of 
W r ales arrived here to-day, having 
disembarked from the Serapis at Is- 
malia.

London, Oct. 22. — Advices from 
Howland Islands to the 8th of Octo- 
ber, states that tho ship Niagara, from 
London, July 23d for San Francisco, 
had arrived in a leaking condition. 

London, Oct. 25. — A special Shef- 
liold telegram says alarming rumors 
prevail there about Hoods at Gainsbo- 
ro, Lincoln county. The Trent over- 
flowed its bunks during tho night, 
washing away railways. It is also 
feared there has been some loss of 
life.
